REVOLUTION IN PORTUGAL. 

Oporto, Ava. 31.—I hasten to transmit you an account of the 
Revolution that broke out in this city on the morning of the 24h 
listant, a Revolution vot only effected without the shedding ot 
blood, but without disorder or tumult of wny deseription what- 
ever; a Revolution which has spread like the rapidiy of ligut- 
ning In the neighbouring eities, and which by this time is ex- 
pected to have extended over this hitherto degraded and op- 
pressed country in every direction. As among our neighbours, 
the Spaniards, it was brought about by the military, and was in 
contemplation more than a twelve month. You are aware that 
Portugal was the most despotic conutry in Eurepe, that the 
people were prohibited from interfering or speaking upon any 
political topic. Of late, however, this prohibition was parily 
relaxed, and it was not in corners or in private houses only that 
the expected change was spoken of, but even almost open!F 
our streets and in our public walks, and therefore it caused no 
surprize ' whatever when it occurred. Many motives contribated 
to make the people eager in the extreme, and nearly desperate 
fora change in the system of Government—the absence of the 
Royal Family in the Brazils, where it was accompanied by the 


‘flower of the Nobility—the continental drains of apecie from the 


country to carry ou the war between the Cabinet of Rio de 
Janeiro and Artigas, and also the fonds arming from the Re- 
venues of the Crown and those of the absentees—the almost 
total Joss of our navigation—the distressed and ruined state o! 
agriculture—the decay of our manufactories—our insecurity in 
our persons and property, and the suspension of the army s pay, 
which was more thao seven months in arrear, and which caused 
thuch discontent amongst the soldiery. 

On the night of the 23d instant, the conspirators (if thes:

in Tras os Montes; for this-and other eminent serviees whieh he 
rendered the State, he was raked fo the dignity of Viscount of 
Herbadoza, a title now inherited by the elder brother.
